Crathie is an ideal spot for so elegant a place of worship.

in its favour for furnishing a greenhouse roof or rafter, as 
it is in the winter quite devoid of foliage, and can, at that 
time, be pruned in nearly to the old wood. Such being the 
case, it does not obstruct the light at that iod of the 
year, when all possible light is necessary for the well-being 
of the occupants of the greenhouse. The plants may be 
grown in pots or tubs, or planted out in a prepared border. 
This latter is the better, as, once established, they will grow 
and flower for years with very little trouble; though, if the 
border is limited, an occasional dose of liquid manure 
during the growing season will be a great help. Тһе 
border for their reception has often to be е under 
the stage, and, when such is the case, the plants 
must be at first grown in pots till they are tall enough to 
be planted out. Good, sturdy cuttings should be chosen, 
and if potted оп when necessary and confined to a single 
stem, they wiil reach a good height the first season. For 
furnishing pillars, the plants must be more bushy, as a 
stem naked at the base will, in many cases at least, be 
undesirable. The species of which I give an Illustration is 
uncommon, but very beautiful. It is of strong growth, and 
will soon cover a considerable space. The flowers, which 
are each about 3 in. 1 ng, аге of a rosy scarlet colour, exce; t 
the small corolla, which is more of a ve: milion tint.
